Their passing now, one may hope, marks 
the end of the short-sighted economic policy 
which the Allies have been pursuing 
towards Germany. Whether it will be 
replaced by a better or a worse policy 
remains to be seen, 

‘Beyond a doubt, the decision to raise 
the “sanctions” has been precipitated by 
the alarming vagaries of the German ex- 
change. In July the mark stood at about 
275 to the £ sterling. At the beginning 
of August the rate began to rise gradually, 
until a few weeks ago it reached the 
abnormally high level of some 350 to the 
£. came a collapse. The rate-soared 
wil rom day to day, and on Tuesday 
it touched 470 to the £. Naturally, this 
remarkable fall in the value of the mark 
has played havoe with business throughout 
Europe. For the time being it will give 
German manufacturers an enormous ad- 
vantage over their competitors in eyery 
market in the world, and France will suffer 


“Pin this respect only less than Britain. In 


the end, of course, were the mark to share 
the fate of the rouble, Germany would be 
put out of business altogether ; but, should 
the fluctuations. cease for a few months 
and mark . in between 400 and 
500 7 the £, Cha nú with German 
firms would become impossible, and the 
workers of Britain, France and—let us not 
forget—America, would find their occupa- 
tion gone. In the circumstances France s 
consent to raise the “sanctions”’ is not 
difficult to understand. The French people 
are beginning. to see that, úúless the “ rot 
is stopped,” Germany will ruin Europe 
first and herself afterwards; and they still 
want their indemnity. The raising of the 
“sanctions” will not restore the value of 
the mark; but, inasmuch as it will en- 
courage the free play of economic forces, 
it will help to mend matters and, by 
improving the political atmosphere, will 
foster the growth of a more healthy 
economy acrosé the 

The fundamental cause of the mark’s 
vicissitudes is the fact that Germany lost 
the war. One of the principal agents 
through which it is working, of course, is 
the indemnity. Germany is bound to pay 
stipulated sums to the Allies at fixed 
intervals. As the appointed day approaches 
the Reichsbank starts to buy foreign bills 
and currency with.which to pay the next 
instalment, and qn ‘the process unloads a 
huge cargo of marks on the market. The 
price of marks immediately begins to fall 
in. consequence. Anticipating a further 
drop, holders of German bills and marks 
in every country rush to sell their hold- 
ings, and, ef course, the price falis lower 
and pm ye as the Rasy pay Dern LÁ pine 
manufactarers lose ace 
enormous orders for raw amas abroad— 
so that they may have things both ways— 
and the mark is pushed still further down 
the scale, Such, broadly, is the process, 
or series of processes, by which the 
German exchange is demoralised from time 
to “time. Hitherto fluctuation has not 
been so wild as it is at present, because 
Germany had certain reserves in her banks 
and her solvency was beyond dispute. Now 
those reserves are gone. They disappeared 
with the payment of 1,000,000,000 gold 
‘marks which was completed on the last 
day of August. To what extent the re 
moval of the “sanctions” will improve 
the position it is impossible to say. Unless 
and until the people of the world—in- 
cluding the German people themselves— 
feel confident that Germany can discharge 
her obligations without ruining herself 
and upsetting the balance of the whole 
economic scheme of things, the value of 
the mark must remain a variable quantity. 
Confidence, however, will promote, and 
ultimately ensure, stability, and its speedy 
restoration should be a matter of concern 
to every European. 


The World’s Food. 


Some months ago the Austrian Ministry 
of Health commissioned a young Hun- 
garian chemist, Dr. Laszlo ller, to 
carry out exhaustive researches into the 
nutritive qualities of the Soya bean. The 
immense value of this bean for other pur- 
poses than that of human food has long 
been appreciated. Both the green parts 
of the plant and the beans themselves are 
used for the feeding of stock, while its 
nitrogenous products made it valuable as 
& fertiliser: As a food for human beings 
it has been used throughout the East íor 
many years,, but only among the 
lowest classes.’ To-day millions are starv- 
ing in Russia, and it is almost certain 
that famine will be chronic for a number 
of years unless the cereals and live-stock 
which have provided the Russian people 
with food in the past are augmented by 
some form of nutriment more easily and 


emergency purpose as the relief of the 
Russian famine. Yet it may be urgent in 
another hundred years, and it. may take 
quite that time to accustom the minds and 
palates of the Western peoples to a 
diet of Soya beans or to perfect methods 
of transforming the bean into agreeable 
forms of sustenance. Its introduction, 
therefore, into the European menu at the 
present time is a matter of more than 
little interest. The nutritive properties of 
the Soya bean are high. One part of it— 
“Manna floup,’’ as it has come to be 
called—contains as much nourishment as 
two parte of meat and one-third part of 
wheat flour, The human stomach, how- 
ever, not necessarily accept the 
laboratory's verdict, and Dr. Berczeller’s 
investigations have looked towards the 
preparation of Soya bean products that 
affect the human constitution beneficially, 
apart from the mere provision of heat- 
producing and tissue-building material. 
The Times gives an interesting account of 
his researches. The new “ Manna ” bread 
devised by Dr. Berczeller and Mr. Robert 
Graham, a practical baker, is said to pro- 
duce the desired result. Fats and pro- 
‘teids are added to those already contained 
in the Soya bean itself; but the resulting 
flour can still be sold for less than wheat 
flour, though for how much less is not 
stated. It appears that in Vienna it is 
sold at the same price. In addition to the 
bread and flour, the bean has been manu- 
factured into a form of milk, All three 
kinds of food—the bread, flour, and milk— 
have been given to children with success. 
On the importance of this factor Dr. 
Berezeller rightly insists. It is not enough | Pf 
that the desired chemical properties should 
exist in an assimilable form. The human 
organism must accustom itself to the diet. 
Accustom the infant of to-day to a dict of 
Soya products and in fifty years, when the 
pullet| may be a memory and the rump 
steak a plat beyond the reach of all but 
millionaires, he will thrive on it. 


A Nation’s Tragedy. 


In ancient warfare whole cities and 
nations were transplanted by conquering 
kings.| The custom fell out of fashion as 
the conditions of human society became 
more settled. Perhaps, the last national 
exodus on the grand scale was that which 
De Quincey describes so tragically in 
“The Flight of the Tartars.’’ The great 
war, however, has been responsible for a 
minor dispersion which recalls the 
stormier books of the Old Testament. At 
the present moment some fourteen 
thousand Armenians are stranded in Meso- 
potamia. They fied from Eastern Turkey 
in Asia after Russia’s collapse, and the 
action of. Turks and Bolsheviks in the 
Caucasus barred their way to the newly 
founded Armenian State. Climate and 
local prejudice have prevented them from 
‘Settling in agricultural colonies in Irak. 
They are a miserable body of wanderers— 
helpless, hopeless, and workless. Of 
course, the burden of supporting them 
has fallen on the broad and patient 
shoulders of the British Government. 
Already it has spent more than £1,500,000 
on these refugees; but funds are nearly 
exhausted, and the British taxpayer is 
faced with urgent problems of unemploy- 
ment nearer home. Jerusalem . would 
take 800 orphans into its Armenian colony 
if there were any guarantee that the cost 
of maintaining them would not be thrown 
on His Majesty's Government, the Pales- 
tine Government, or the local municipal 
authorities. It seems that unless private 


charity comes to their aid the Armenians| 
No Western 


in Mesopotamia must starve. 
country desires Armenian immigrants. 
Even the United States is admitting them 
at the rate of only 318 a month, and, as 
we learn to-day, 300 women and children; 
now at Ellis island, are in danger of being 
thrust back upon the unspeakable hospi- 
tality of the Turk. Surely the story of 
modern Armenia is “a fiery scroll written 
Over with lamentation and woe."’ 


Sherlock Holmes. 


At a dinner in London, on Tuesday, Sir 
Arthur Conan Doyle explained how Sher- 
lock Holmes got his name, “Holmes”’ 
was chosen as an ordinary name because 
Sir Arthur disliked the method of Dickens 
and the older novelists which labelled 
detectives with such titles as “Sharp”’ 
and “Sleuth.” “Sherlock” crystallises 
one of Sir Arthur’s proudest memories. 
Once he had played cricket for the United 
Services against the M.C.C. and had made 
twenty or thirty runs off the bowling of 
Attewell and Sherlock. It seems to have 
been just luck that the great detective did 
not win his triumphs under the name of 
Attewell Holmes. Sir Arthur Conan 
Doyle does not stand on punctilio with his 
characters. We all know how he restored 
Sherlock Holmes to life when the public }. 
demanded a further batch of mysteries. 
He tells us now that, when Mr. William 
Gillette, the actor, asked his permission | © 
to “marry Holmes’’ for the purpose of a 
play, his answer was: “You may marry 
or murder him or do anything you like 
With him.’’ Such treatment of a very 
eminent person who is now receiving a 
mew lease of life and popularity in the 
“ pictures, and to whom Sir Arthur owes 
much, seems to us to be disrespectful, if 
not. actually heartless. It would have 
shocked the faithful Dr, Watson beyond 
words.
